A TRUCE ARRANGED. 

The next day a peace was patched up, and 
both factions sighed an agreement to obey the 
law and do no more fighting. Jeff Bowling was 
the first man tosign it. Their friends left More- 
head that evening, but he and Craig remained 
till the next day, when they rode off together, 
professing to be groatly satisfied with the turn 

affairs had taken 

Jeff Bowling w ‘as under arrest in Ohio a few 
months later for the murder of his father-in- 
law. He was tried, convicted and the day of 
execution was set, but he was respited two or 
three times,and Gov ernor Foraker at last com- 
muted his sentence to imprisonment for life. 
There seems to be some doubt of his end and 
he has always vehemently protested his inno- 
cence. 

Toliver was of a humorous disposition and 
much given to playing off practica ‘jokes. He 
would frighten timid strangers by pretended 
careless handling of his weapons. He took 

reat delight in ‘displaying these, and in ad- 

ition to his Winchester earried three huge re- 
volvers of 38 and 44 calibres. All were of the 
latest and most improved make. He also was 
very proud of his strength, as has already been 
mentioned. He was e ually proud of his pe- 
culiarly formed ribs, which were’so thick and 
strong that they seemed to compose a solid 
bone. He termed it as his ‘‘breastplate,”’ and 
declaring it was solid said it would turn a rifle 
ball. He received wounds time and again 
which were thought to be fatal, but he always 
recovered, and thought he bore a charmed 
life. _He once drank but little, but is said to 
have been very intemperate in the past few 
months. 

Toliver always seemed well supplied with 
money, and he did little work or none at all. 
Still it is mot believed by his neighbors that he 
was dishonest, although he lay in jail for some 
time in Cincinnati on the charge of horse 
stealing—a charge, by the way, which was 
never proved. eowned a farm in Morgan 
county, and at one time kept.a hotel there. In 
the last three months he had been keeping the 
Central hotel and barroom at Moréhead. It is 
charged that he forced Hiram Powers, the 
owner, to rent the property to him, but the 
rental, the latter states, was $250 yearly, a 
liberal fignre for the property. Before his 
more lawless days Craig had been a stock 
trader and dealer, and is said to have made 
some money. 

DOMESTIC RELATIONS. 

He brought his wife and children from 
Elliott county, where they had been living, 
and they were at Morehead when he was 
killed. He is said to have been a kind and in- 
dulgent husband and father, and the grief of 
his family was terrible. He had three children, 
the oldest a boy ten years of age. 

The personal popularity of Tolliver and 
Bowling is shown by the devotion with which 
men followed them to their death. They had 
some good traits, and one of their chief v irtues 
was devotion to a friend, whom they never for- 
got. The evil that he did was probably exag- 
gerated, and certainly he and Bowling were 
far more prepossessing in appearance than 
Cook Humphreys and the Martins. Hum- 
phreys is an insignificant looking man, with 
un uneasy eye and a furtive look that creates 
an unfavorable impression. 

THE SCENE OF THE FEUD. 

Morehead, the scene of the bloody feud, is a 
village of about 500 inhabitants and is about 
160 miles from Louisville. Itis not a remote 
mountain village, as may be supposed, hut 
is a station on the Chesapeake and Ohio rail- 
road, a dozen or moré trains passing every 
day. It is the county seat of Rowan county, 
but until two years ago there was not a chureh 
in its borders. There are now one or two mis- 
sion stations in the county. The schoolhouse 
in Morehead is a dilapidated frame structure, 
and since ‘the bloody war began has been de- 
serted. It is bare even of benches afd the 
floor has been removed. 

The people are honest and hospitable and a 
stranger is sacred from insult or injury at the 
hand of the most vindictive man in a ven- 
detta. Neither Toliver nov the other faction 
harmed aman who was not enlisted in the 
feud in some way. The citizens of Morehead 
depend upon the lumber and tan bark trade 
for their principal livelihood; but Morehead is 
in the eheat coal and irén region in Ken- 
tucky. When the time comes, as come it 
must, when this hidden wealth develops the 
country, feuds will be forgotten, and the mem- 
ory and example of Craig Toliver will pass 
forever away. 

But there will always be one blood-stained 
leaf in the annals of Rowan county, and it will 
tell of more than a score of murders in less 
than three years. 

TO UPHOLD THE LAW. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 30.—A special to the 

Courier-Journal from Morehead, Ky., states 
that there appears to be no foundation what- 
ever for the rumor that the Tolivers are or- 
ganizing, and that the people of Rowan coun- 
ty fees confident that their long war is over 
and thavan era of peace and happiness has at 
last dawned upon the unfortunate section. 
This belief ® founded upon the outpouring of 
citizens at themeeting yesterday, called to or- 
ganize 2 protective associatien for the uphold- 
ing of the law. A» article was then drawn 
up by which cvery Signer pledged himself with 
his life to protect the Ke and property of citi- 
zens of Morehead and 0} Rewan county. This 
was signed by all of the five hundred men 
present.

The Exercises at St. Joseph's Academy, 
Washington, Ga.—Covington Schol-

The chem- 
istry class was specially interesting in its il- 
lustrations of experiments, handling chem- 
icals with the dexterity of a chemist. The 
classes in geometry and trigonometry were 
most skillful in their demonstrations of theo- 
risms and solution of problems, working with 
a rapidity that denoted a thorough acquaint- 
ance with the higher mathematics. The as- 
tronomy class gave a new featuré to their ex- 
amination by drawing the constellations on the 
blackboard as they descriptd them. The ex- 
ercises were agreeably varied by recita- 
tions, select readings and vocal music. 
Too mach praise cannot be given to the 
young ladies for the brilliant success of the 
examination closing the sehool year; for the 
proticiency of the pupils showed a course of 
thorough training, only attainable by carnest 
efforts. Having seen the excellence of the 
educational department, friends were invited 
to witness the artistic ability of the classes in 
painting and needle work; a fine display be- 
ing made of embroidery, crayon drawing, 
painting in water-colors, oil and china.

The Divorces Granted in Fulton Superior 
Court. 

EpIroks CONSTITUTION: Much of what has recent- 
ly appeared in the newspapers on this subject has 
been written under a misapprehension both as to 
what occurred in the court and the present state of 
the divorce law in Georgia. What is about to be 
said here is intended to correct such misapprehen- 
sion. 

THE STATE OF THE LAW. 

The Code contains the following provision in sec- 
tion 1712. 

“The following frounds slall be sufficient to an- 
thorize the granting ofa total divorce :” 

1. Intermarrying by persons within the prohibi- 
ted degrees of consangunity and affinity. 

2. Mental incapacity at the time of marriage. 

3.§ Impotency at the time of marriage. 

4. Force, menaces, duress or frau 
the marriage. 

5. Pregnancy of the wife at the time of marriage 
unknown to the husband. 

6. Adultery in either of the parties after: marriage. 

7. Willful and continued desertion by either of 
the parties for the term of three years. 

Section 1713 of the Code ts ag follewe: 

‘In case of cruel treatment*™Or habitual intoxica- 
tion by either party, the jury in their discretion 
may grant either a total or a partial divorce.” 

It is observed that the only diseretion conferred by 
this section upon the jaryin ‘‘case of cruel treat- 
ment or habitual intoxication” relates to the kind 
of divoree to be allowed. Where cruel treatment 
or habitual intoxication is established by testimony 
the jury is obliged to grant some divorce. This 
divorcee is to be partial or total asto the jury may 
seem best and wisest. The supreme court of this 
state in the case of Myrick vs. Myrick, reported in 
67 Ga., page 771, says on the subjeet of this discre- 
tion, ‘‘where cruelty has been peacticed by one 
party towards the other, the jury should grant a di- 
vorce, either total or from bed and board, according 
to the circumstances of the case, as shali best ad- 
vance the ends of law and promote and secure the 
happiness of the injured and innocent.” 

WHAT I8 CRUEL TREATMENT? 

Ia defining cruel treatmeut in the same case above 
cited the supreme court says; “Cruel treatment or 
cruelty in the’ broad and unrestricted sense in 
whieh it is used in our statutes is any act intended 
to torment, vex or afflict, or which actually afflicts 
or torments without necessity, or any act of inhu- 
maiity, wrong, oppression or injustice. We are not 
to be understood as saying that every act of disa- 
greement of husband and wife, or a mere austerity 
of temper or waut of civil attention or accommoda- 
tion, rudeness of language and even occasional! sal- 
lics of passion will be sufficient to anthorize a divorce. 
Still marriage isa civil contract in which each is 
the equal of the other. The wife is not the menial 
or slave of the husband, and if by intentional un- 
kindness, insult, reproach and indignities he em- 
bitters her life and makes it i that the 
marriage state can Le continued in happiness or 
satistaction a divorce should be granted.” In Glass 
vs. Wynn, executor, decided by our supreme court 
at the February term, 1686, Chief Justice Jackson, 
in speaking for the court, uses this language: ‘‘Even 
if there must be cruel treatment or voluntary sepa- 
ration in order that this proceeding maybe had, 
cruel treatment may exist from conduct other than 
blows. Mental anguish, wounded feelings, con- 
stantly aggravated by repeated insults and neglect, 
are as bad as actual bruises of the persons, and that 
whieh produces the one is not more cruel than that 
which causes the other.” 

CAN A PARTY TESTIFY ? 

This inquiry is answered by an act of the legis- 
lature passed in 1866, and which is embodied in our 
code, section 3854." 1t is in these werds: 

“No person offered as a witness shall be excluded 
by reason of incapacity for crime or interest or from 
being a party from giving evidence, either in per- 
son or by deposition, according to the practice of the 
court, on the trial of any issue joined, or of any 
matter or question or on any inquiry 
arising in any suit, aelion oar  proceed- 
ing, civil or criminal, inany court or 
before any judge, jury, sheriff, coroncr, magistrate, 
officer or party, having by law or cousent of parties 
authority to hear, receive and examine evidence: 
but every person so offered shall be competent and

eighteen years he came to the United States and 
settled in the town of Athens, Ga., and was engaged 
ava clerk inadrng store. His talents and genius 
S008 prompted him to go into a wider field where 
they could be better illustrated, and in which he 
could be more useful. He chose the profession of 
the law, and fitting himself for that pursuit, he lo- 
cated in the city of Macon about the year 1861, 
where he soon attained distinction at the bar as an 
eloquent advocate. After several years of practice 
he was elected judge of the superior court of the 
MAcon circuit, which office he filled with signal 
ability. He removed to Atlanta about the year 1867, 
aad resumed the of his . In isvi 
he wis appointed chief justice of the supreme court 
of Georgia, In this last position he brought to bear 
all those shining qualities which so eminentiy fit 
and prepare the judge to discharge his duties. The 
opinions pronounced by Judge Lochrane were clear,. 
ornate and scholarly, and among the ablest ever 
pronouncetl by any judge on that bench. By his 
courtesy, learning and patient listening while on 
the bench, he endeared himselfto the bar of that 
court, and his retirement from the bench carried 
with it the regret ef the entire profession of the 
state. He laid down:the ermine pure as he received 
it, unstained by any act of partisanship, partiality or 
selfishness. Re-entering the practice, after two years 
of service on the bench, he did a large and profitable 
business from that time up to his death. 

In the month of April, 1886, he and his wife and 
his son Elgin united with this church, and received 
the rite of baptism. 

In this relation of brother in Christ, it is more 
befitting to speak in this short memorial. 
His simple, child-like faith in our blessed 
Lord; his utter casting aside of self and self depend- 
ence and his reliance wholly, (to use his own lan- 
guage) on Sthe infinite graee of God,” was his only 
hope of salvation. He was not unmindfulof the 
other multiform claims, which our blessed Chris- 
tiapity makes upon its professors. He wasa Uberal 
and a cheerful giver. His charities were not by 
any means restricted to overt actsof benevolence 
in sustaining the church and its work. He gave to 
the poor and his alms giving was not confined with- 
in the narrow limits of his immediate surroundings. 
Any where, every where, he was ever ready to make 
generous response to calls for help. 

He was modest and unobtrusive in his Christian 
deportment. Itis to be regretted that he felt per- 
haps that coming into the church late in life mod- 
esty forbade on account of inexperience, that he 
should engage in what may be styled aggressive 
Christian work. He was for many years a noted 
man of the world, but when finally he yielded his 
heart to God, he became truly a shining trophy of 
redeeming grace. In his life we havea forcible il- 
lustration of the example and reward of one who 
came to work in his Master’s vineyard atthe eley- 
enth hour. ; 

His life was always one of apparent comfort and 
cheerfulness, and even his death following tmmedi- 
ately after alittle more thana yearof Christian 
discipleship, was like a glorious sunset—quiet— 
beautiful—iuminows. 

This church would extend to the stricken family 
its warmest Christian sympathies in their sorrow 
over this broken tie. 

To the end that some enduring record may be pre- 
served, commemorative of the deceased, it is recom- 
mended that this memorial be entered on the min- 
utes of the ehurch, and that a copy thereof be sent 
by the clerk of the church tothe family ofthe 
deceased.

OFFICIAL NOTIFICATION has been received 
at the executive department of the death of 
Hon. D. N. Smith, state senator for the 21st 
district, the district that is composed of the 
three counties of Jones, Wilkinson and Twiggs. 
Mr. Smith’s suceessor will be elected as early 
as possible. The governor issued, on yester- 
day, his writ of election to the ordinaries of 
the three counties, ordering an election to be 
had on the 23d of July,and commanding those 
officers to give twenty days’ notice of the 
same to the people. o idea can be obtained 
as yet as to the successor of Mr. Smith. 

THR REPORT OF THE railroad commission 
was filed with the governor yesterday. The 
report was published in yesterday’s ConstTiTv- 
TION. Numerous pamphlets were filed along 
with the report, intended to be used as refer- 
ences, explaining more fully and in detail the 
statistics referred to by the commission. The 
comptroller-general also filed his quarterly re- 
port with the governor yesterday.

The Atlantians Give the Tale Mine «a 
Careful Study, and Come Home 
Very Hungry, but Happy. 


The dustiest crowd of travellers ever seen in 
Atlanta stepped from the Western and Atlan- 
tic passenger train, under the union depot, 

4 yesterday morning. 

The party was composed entirely of Atlan- 
tians. . 

Captain Edward S. McCandless, cashier of 
the Gate City bank, appeared to be the leader 
and was closely followed by Mr. H. R. 8. 
Duck, the Broad street paint dealer. Mr. 
George Muse, the Whitehall clothier, came 
next, with a large gun in either hand, while 
J. M. Alexander, the well-known hardware 
dealer, brought up the rear. Alongside of 


Captain McCandless walked a large, fine-. 


looking man, whose pleasant face was covered 
with a full black beard. The gentleman was 
Mr. J. D. Caldon, mining engineer, who for 
sixteen years infested and investigated South 
Africa. As the party stepped from the train, 
Captain McCandless cellided with a ConstTI- 
TUTION reporter, who had just finished one of

Come into Durand’s and we’ll talk tale while 
we eat,’’ remarked the gentleman leading the 
party into the restaurant. 

‘You see we left here,’’ remarked the cap- 
tain, ordering a tenderloin, ‘‘Monday morning. 
We made the run to Marietta in quick time, 
and the Narrow gauge took us to Culberson, 
the present terminus of the road. A stage car- 
ried us into Murphy at half past four that after-

noon. 


“Yes, we had a regular old before-the-war | 


stage ride,’’ remarked Mr. Muse, adjusting a 
napkin under his chin. 

‘And how that stage did bump and bounce 
about,’’ said Mr. Duck, ‘‘I am sore yet.’”’ 

“And what did you find?” asked the re- 
porter. 

“The best tale mine in the world, I told you. 
The talc is. as white and pure assnow. By the 
way, there is a story in its discovery,’’ auswer- 
ed the captain. uj 

“What is it?’’ | 

“A man named Brown found it accidentally 
before the war. The ducktown furnace used 
to send to England for brick but it wasn’t hard 
enough. The tale from this mine was tried 
and 

IT PROVED SUCCRSSFUL.”’ 

“TI have been in the mining business for 
twenty-five years and have been all over the 
world,’’ remarked Mr. Caldon. ‘I have seen 
nearly all the tale mines, and I say this is the 
finest lever saw. In fact the state geologist 
pronounces the mine a freak of nature both as 
to quantity, quality and beauty.”’ 

“Is the mine a large one ?”’ 

“Yes. Tne bed is inexhaustible and it is 
right beside the railroad. In fact the road 
passes over the run.”’ 

‘Then there is an abundance of marble— 
all shades too’’ remarked Mr. Alexander,

“No, and the owners are losing money every 
day it remains idle,’’ remarked Mr. McCan- 
diess. ‘“*The talc is superior to any in the 
United States, and will bring in the market 
from twenty-two io twenty-six dollars a ton. 
It will cost about $2,500 to put up the ma- 
chinery, and the owners are going to do this, 
and work it for all it is worth.’’ 

‘When ?”’ 

“Right away. O’Hara & Hoax, of London, 
who have heard from the mine, have written 
for samples, saying that they willbuy. The 
Relief Oil Works, of Franklin, Pa., have 
done the same, and every pound can be read- 
ily sold as soon as taken out. As soon as the 
Piedmont exposition is over Mr. Charles Col- 
lier, the president of the company, will take 
an active interest in the work. By that tine 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad will 
be completed to Murphy.”’ .

Mr. Corilett isa married man and bears an 
exceilent reputation. He declares that the 
whole affair is an attempt at blackmail of the 
worst description—ihat he never had any con- 
nection with Laura Loyd or 7 other negro 
woman, and that the evidence he can present 
will show the vile nature of the accusation. 
Mr. Corlett declares that on the 5Srh of May, 
1886, he received a note from the woman in 
which her condition was made known to him, 
and in which he was informed that she had 
consulted a lawyer who had told her that Mr. 
Corlett was good for $1,000 in the matter. The 
note, however, offered t) compromise for $50. 
Mr. Corlett declares that he paid no attention 
to the note, refusing to answer it, and held no 
conference with the woman.
